J amaica, Cuba issue 
hurricane warnings 


MIAMI (AFP) - Hurricane 
warnings were issued yester¬ 
day for Jamaica and parts of 
Cuba as Tropical Storm Sandy 
gained strength in the southern 
Caribbean. 

Forecasters predicted that 
Sandy will hit Jamaica as a 
hurricane today before cross¬ 
ing eastern Cuba tonight en 
route to the Bahamas by the 
weekend. 

A tropical storm warning 
was issued for impoverished 
Haiti as well. 

The storm was about 275 
miles (440 kilometers) south- 
southwest of Kingston, pack¬ 
ing top sustained winds of 50 


miles per hour and moving 
north-northeast at five miles 
per hour, the Miami-based Na¬ 
tional Hurricane Center said. 

"Sandy is expected to pro¬ 
duce total rainfall amounts of 
15-30 centimeters (six to 12 
inches) across Jamaica, Haiti, 
the Dominican Republic and 
eastern Cuba... especially in 
areas of mountainous terrain," 
the report said. 

"These rains may produce 
life-threatening flash floods 
and mud slides," the center 
warned. 

The Bahamas issued a trop¬ 
ical storm watch for central is¬ 
lands.

Aruba can now enjoy Fishing Center Let’s all help keep our 
at Spaans Lagoen coastline clean 



Last day for registration for upcoming AHATA Coastal 
Cleanup is October 26 


Last week Friday was the offi¬ 
cial opening of the renovated 
Centro di Pesca Spaans La¬ 
goen. Everyone there was im¬ 
pressed with the very beautiful 
and highly functional center 
that was created for fishermen 
and for the entire Aruban com¬ 
munity. 

Our fishermen were simply 
ecstatic about the place and ex¬ 
pressed their gratitude to the 
government for the work they 
did in renovating the place so 
well.

they were heard and most of the 
observations were incorporated 
into the project, as well as many 
of the desires of the fishermen. 
This is how they came up with 
a facility that pleases everyone 
and will benefit the entire com¬ 
munity. One of the con¬ 
ditions laid down was 
that they must have fresh 
fish every day for our 
people and at an afford¬ 
able price. 

Last Friday, John 
Lawrens, spokesman for 
the fishermen shared 
very pleasant news with 
the entire community. 
Lawrens declared that 


they have made a commitment 
to the community to keep the 
price of fish at no more than 
Als.15 per kilo. This is a com¬ 
mitment that every fisherman 
has made so that everyone can 
enjoy fresh fish at a very special 
price. 

Lawrence then recounted a 
bit of the history of the Spaans 
Lagoen pier. He told how the 
first person who had a ranch 
there was the deceased Luis 
Carion. There he tied his canoe, 
and today it has become the 
center with more fishermen’s 
boats and more fishermen prac¬ 
ticing their trade. At the mo¬ 
ment there are about 48 to 49 
boats moored at the Spaans La¬ 
goen pier. If each boat has 2 or 
3 persons, that means there are 
more than 100 fishermen.

Storm drops snow on 
California 


Obama savages Romney foreign 
policy in last debate 


FRESNO — The first major 
storm of the season on Mon¬ 
day brought snow to the Sierra 
Nevada in California and rain 
across the rest of the region. 

Forecasters were calling for 
up to 2 feet of snow at the 
highest elevations in the north¬ 
ern Sierra Nevada, a good sign 
for a state dependent on winter 
snow accumulation for its 
water supply. 

The storm also spawned a 
tornado near Sacramento. And 
it drenched fans and players at 
the end of the deciding seventh 


game of the National League 
Championship Series, won by 
the San Francisco Giants. 

The storm system origi¬ 
nated in the Gulf of Alaska and 
has stalled over the Pacific 
northwest, bringing colder 
temperatures and gusty winds 
of up to 80 mph at the crests of 
the Sierra. 

Highway officials say a se¬ 
ries of storms brewing in the 
Pacific could wallop the north¬ 
ern half of the state through 
Friday. 


BOCA RATON (AFP) - 
Barack Obama pummeled Mitt 
Romney as "all over the map" 
on foreign policy, dismissing 
his "wrong and reckless" posi¬ 
tions in the heated final debate 
of a knife-edge White House 
race. 

With just two weeks until 
polling day, Obama has unex¬ 
pectedly found himself running 
neck-and-neck with a chal¬ 
lenger who had long trailed 
him, and Monday's face-off on 
world affairs was perhaps a last 
chance to land a decisive blow. 

"I know you haven't been in 
a position to actually execute 
foreign policy, but every time 
you've offered an opinion, 
you've been wrong," President 
Obama told his foe, coming out 
swinging in the debate in Boca 
Raton, Florida. 

Republican challenger 
Romney played it safe, avoid¬ 
ing any catastrophic error that 
would have undermined his bid 
to be commander-in-chief, but 
was often on the defensive, 
apart from when lambasting 
Obama over the struggling 
economy. 

Obama had the best lines of 
the night and sharply cross-ex¬ 
amined Romney on his ap¬ 
proach to Syria, Iran and trade 
rows with China, accusing him 
of "airbrushing history" by 
dumping earlier hawkish con¬ 
servative positions. 

The Republican, who has 
spent months attempting to 
paint Obama as a weak ap¬ 
peaser, actually backed much 
of the substance of the presi¬ 
dent's global strategy, courting 
wavering voters ahead of the 
November 6 election. 

In a clear bid to moderate 
his image, Romney endorsed 
Obama's decision to withdraw 
from Afghanistan in 2014, sup¬ 
ported the president's lethal 
drone war against terror sus¬ 
pects and congratulated him on 
hunting down Osama bin 
Laden. 

Romney vowed to press 


China harder on trade and cur¬ 
rency issues but toned down 
earlier rhetoric, following war¬ 
nings his approach could spark 
a trade war. 

"We can be a partner with 
China. We don't have to be an 
adversary in any way, shape or 
form," he said, despite his vow 
to brand Beijing a currency 
manipulator on day one of his 
presidency. 

Oddly, neither candidate 
mentioned the eurozone crisis - 
- widely seen as the country's 
biggest external economic 
threat — aside from Romney 
reprising his warning that the 
debt-laden US economy under 
Obama was "heading toward 
Greece." 

An instant poll by CBS 
News found that Obama won 
the debate by 53 percent to 23 
percent, after a clash that ap¬ 
peared to polish his leadership 
credentials and saw him show¬ 
ing the passion missing in his 
disastrous first debate. 

CNN's poll found Obama 
beat Romney 48 to 40 percent. 

But foreign policy is seen as 
unlikely to decide the election, 
with voters preoccupied by the 
sluggish economy, and it will 
take several days to gauge 
whether the clash had any im¬ 
pact in the tied up polls. 

Dotty Lynch, professor of 
Public Communication at Ame¬ 
rican University, said that by 
agreeing with Obama on for¬ 
eign policy — the incumbent's 
strong suit — Romney had tried 
to maneuver the evening onto 
more favorable ground. 

"By agreeing on the big 
points of foreign policy, Rom¬ 
ney played it safe tonight and 
tried to move the conversation 
to the economy, where he 
thinks he's stronger," she said. 

George Washington Univer¬ 
sity professor Chris Aterton 
said Romney may have won 
over some independent voters 
simply by showing that he is 
not "the dangerous, wild con¬ 
servative that Obama has been 


trying to portray him as." 

Obama looked bemused, 
puzzled and exasperated by 
Romney's tactics, staring in¬ 
tently at him as he spoke, ap¬ 
parently trying to keep 
frustration in check. 

The president accused his 
opponent of being "all over the 
map" on a wide range of issues 
and dismissed Romney's claims 
that he had run down the armed 
forces to levels not seen since 
early in the 20th Century. 

"You mentioned the navy, 
for example, and that we have 
fewer ships than we did in 
1916. Well, governor, we also 
have fewer horses and bayo¬ 
nets because the nature of our 
military's changed," he said, to 
laughter from the audience. 

"We have these things 
called aircraft carriers where 
planes land on them. We have 
these ships that go underwater, 
nuclear submarines." 

Romney, a former Massa¬ 
chusetts governor, warned Is¬ 
lamic extremism was rampant 
in post-Arab Spring societies 
and blamed a lack of US lead¬ 
ership over the last four years, 
warning "we can't kill our way 
out of this mess." 

Romney demanded tight¬ 
ened sanctions on Iran over its 
nuclear program, saying the 
country's leaders "saw weak¬ 
ness where they had been ex¬ 
pected to find American 
strength" and accused Obama 
of neglecting close ally Israel. 

The president, who with¬ 
drew troops from Iraq, pointed 
to Romney's past statements in 
support of maintaining an un¬ 
popular US military presence 
in the country, invaded in 2003 
under former Republican pres¬ 
ident George W. Bush. 

The rivals are effectively 
tied in national polls after 
Romney surged following his 
first debate win in early Octo¬ 
ber and started chipping away 
at Obama's foundation in the 
swing states that will decide the 
election.

Polish Jews museum to 
have world impact 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Poland is 
on course to open a long-de¬ 
layed museum dedicated to its 
near vanished Jewish minority 
next year, Culture Minister 
Bogdan Zdrojewski said yester¬ 
day, lauding the project’s global 
impact. 

”It will be an important in¬ 
stitution not only in Europe, but 
in the world,” Zdrojewski said 
at a presentation for the Mu¬ 
seum of the History of Polish 
Jews in New York. 

"Five years ago, almost no¬ 
body believed there’d be a po¬ 
sitive ending,” he said, re¬ 
ferring to the museum's difficult 
gestation. "We are close to 
completing the construction 
part. In March next year we are 
starting the installations.” 

The museum is being built 
in Warsaw on the site of the 
World War II Jewish Ghetto 
that became a symbol of resist¬ 
ance to Nazi Germany's efforts 
to eradicate 1,000 years of Jew¬ 
ish presence in the country. 

However, the presentation, 
which kicked off a year-long 
publicity program, was held at 
New York's World Trade Cen¬ 
ter. The United States, where 
about 70 percent of Jews claim 


Polish roots, has been key for 
securing funding. 

Larry Silverstein, the World 
Trade Center leaseholder play¬ 
ing a key role in reconstruction 
of the complex destroyed on 
September 11, 2001, told the 
presentation that next year's 
70th anniversary of the failed 
Warsaw Uprising against the 
Germany military would recall 
"a horror that few people under¬ 
stood at that time.” 

"This is an extraordinary oc¬ 
casion to be celebrating the re¬ 
ality of this museum,” he said. 

Poland was once home to 
the largest Jewish population in 
the world, with about 3.5 mil¬ 
lion Jews living there on the eve 
of the Holocaust, or 10 percent 
of the country. 

By the end of World War II, 
three million Polish Jews had 
perished and nearly as many 
Poles, many of them in Nazi 
death camps at Auschwitz, 
Birkenau, Maidanek and Tre- 
blinka. 

Organizers stressed that the 
museum is intended to recall 
the richness of Jewish life in 
Poland over the last millenium, 
rather than just the tragedy of 
World War II. 


NATOrSomali pirates free 
ship after nearly two years 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - Somali 
pirates have released a cargo 
ship they hijacked almost two 
years ago, with the crew "very 
relieved” to see their NATO 
rescuers, the military alliance 
said yesterday. 

The Panama-flagged MV 
Oma was released on Saturday 
and the HNLMS Rotterdam, 
the flagship of the NATO anti¬ 
piracy operation in the area, 
provided medical assistance, 


food and water to the freed 
crew, a statement said. 

Pirates armed with rocket- 
propelled grenades hijacked 
the Oma, a cargo vessel from 
the United Emirates, in the In¬ 
dian Ocean northeast of the 
Seychelles in December 2010. 

NATO quoted the doctor on 
board the Rotterdam, identified 
only as Lieutenant Commander 
Rijkers, as saying "the crew 
was very relieved to see us.

DUBAI (AFP) - Iran will stop 
exporting oil if Western po¬ 
wers slap any more economic 
sanctions against the Islamic 
republic over its disputed nu¬ 
clear program, Oil Minister 
Rostam Qasemi said yesterday. 

"If you continue to add to 
the sanctions, we will stop our 
oil exports to the world,” 
Qasemi said on the sidelines of 
an energy conference in Dubai, 
warning the "lack of Iranian oil 
in the market would drastically 
add to the price.”

Children at Iraq prison 'future time 
bomb': NGO 


BAGHDAD (AFP) - Some 21 
children living with their 
mothers in a Baghdad 
women's prison represent a 
potential "time bomb," an 
Iraqi rights group warned in a 
report that also noted claims of 
rape and torture. 

The Hammurabi Humani¬ 
tarian Organisation, headed by 
former migration minister Pas¬ 
cal Wardeh, also detailed con¬ 
ditions at the women's prison 
in Kadhimiyah, north Bagh¬ 
dad, in which some prisoners 
suffered physical assault. 

It said 21 children were liv¬ 
ing with their mothers in the 
detention facility, "suffering a 


punishment without commit¬ 
ting any crime." 

The rights group warned 
that this made the children "a 
time bomb for the future." 

It said that it made a visit to 
the prison on September 20, 
along with officials from Iraq's 
human rights ministry. The re¬ 
port was handed to President 
Jalal Talabani and the ministry 
itself. 

A total of 414 detainees 
were being held in the jail, 
varying in age from 20 to 65. 
Among the inmates were 18 
women sentenced to death. 

The NGO said that prison¬ 
ers complained of "different 


forms of torture, such as the 
use of electricity, punching, 
and rape during the investiga¬ 
tion." 

It quoted an unidentified 
judge as saying that there were 
"violations throughout the in¬ 
vestigation process," recom¬ 
mending that female security 
officers escort women prison¬ 
ers to reduce the chance of 
abuse. 

International human rights 
groups have on several occa¬ 
sions complained of persistent 
torture at Iraqi prisons being 
used to extract confessions 
from detainees, and also of the 
continued use of secret jails. 


Russia criticises US over human rights 


MOSCOW (AFP) - Russia has 
prepared a report on respect 
for human rights in the United 
States — often critical of 
Moscow's record — and found 
that the situation was not a 
"happy" one, the Russian for¬ 
eign ministry said Monday. 

A hearing on the problems 
of US human rights took place 
Monday in the Duma, lower 
house of parliament, with 


reprsentatives of the Russian 
diplomatic corps, the min¬ 
istry's statement said. 

The diplomats stressed that 
"Washington's pretentions of 
being a leader in the defence 
of human rights and demo¬ 
cratic values were not justi¬ 
fied, especially taking into 
account the fact that the situa¬ 
tion in this domain in the 
United States is far from being 


a happy one." 

The ministry pointed to so¬ 
cial inequality, racial, ethnic 
and religious discrimination, 
and the use of torture as some 
of the problems the diplomats 
listed. 

Moscow is regularly criti¬ 
cised by Washington, as well 
as by the European Union, on 
the question of human rights in 
Russia. 


Mexico digs up relative to identify 
drug lord 


PACHUCA (AFP) - Mexican 
authorities exhumed a relative 
of drug kingpin Heriberto Laz- 
cano on Monday and took 
DNA samples from the corpse 
to remove any doubt they had 
killed the Zetas leader. 

Lazcano, one of Mexico's 
most wanted men, is believed 
to have been killed at a base¬ 
ball field in the northern state 
of Coahuila on October 7, but 
gunmen stole the cartel 
leader's body from a funeral 
home hours later. 

Mexican officials had iden¬ 
tified Lazcano with pictures 
and fingerprints taken at the 
funeral home, but authorities 
announced last week that they 
had decided to exhume one of 
his parents' bodies to put to 
rest any doubts. 

A source in the federal pros¬ 
ecutor's office declined to say 
which relative had been ex¬ 
humed. 

Founded by military desert¬ 
ers, the Zetas are one of the 
most powerful gangs in a drug 
war that has claimed an esti¬ 
mated 60,000 lives in the past 
six years. 

The state of Guerrero is one 
of the areas hardest hit by the 
violence and on Monday, offi¬ 
cials in the popular resort of 


Acapulco announced the dis¬ 
covery of 24 bodies in an un¬ 
marked grave there. Work on 
the site began in September. 

Lazcano was accused of 
masterminding the arson at¬ 
tack on a casino last year in the 
northeastern city of Monterrey 
that left 52 people dead. 

He was also blamed for the 
killing for 72 migrants found 
with their hands tied in the 
northeastern state of Tamauli- 
pas, which borders the United 
States, in August 2010. 

One of two main leaders of 
the Zetas cartel, Lazcano had 
a $2.6 million reward on his 
head. The United States had 
set its own award at $5 mil¬ 
lion. 

The Zetas are engaged in a 
brutal turf war with the Pacific 
region's Sinaloa Cartel, led by 
fugitive billionaire Joaquin "El 
Chapo" (Shorty) Guzman, 
Mexico's public enemy num¬ 
ber one and a billionaire crim¬ 
inal who escaped from a 
maximum security prison in 
2001. 

The new top Zeta, Miguel 
Angel Trevino, will have to 
consolidate his leadership po¬ 
sition while at the same time 
facing a furious offensive from 
their western rivals. 


Trevino, 40, an ex-police 
officer also known as "Z-40" 
or "El 40," had been effec¬ 
tively running the Zetas for 
months, according to experts. 

Guzman launched an offen¬ 
sive against the Zetas earlier 
this year focused on Nuevo 
Laredo, a northern border 
town that is the transit point 
for 40 percent of all Mexico's 
overland exports into the 
United States. 

The Zetas were founded by 
Mexican special forces sol¬ 
diers who deserted and went to 
work for the Gulf Cartel as en¬ 
forcers.

Auditor warns Canada lagging on 
cyber security 



OTTAWA (AFP) - Canada 
"has been slow" to set up fire¬ 
walls to protect against cyber 
threats to critical infrastruc¬ 
ture, leaving the nation vulner¬ 
able to crippling attacks, the 
auditor general warned Tues¬ 
day. 

In a report, Auditor General 
Michael Ferguson said the 
government has made only 
"limited progress" over the 
past decade to safeguard elec¬ 


trical grids, telecom¬ 
munications infra¬ 
structure, banking 
systems, manufactur¬ 
ing and transportation, 
as well as its own com¬ 
puters. 

A key agency set up 
seven years ago to 
monitor cyber threats 
24/7, called the Cana¬ 
dian Cyber Incident 
Response Centre, is still not 


fully functioning, leaving 
evening and weekend gaps in 
its security coverage, he said. 

Also, incidents were not re¬ 
ported in a timely manner nor 
shared with the appropriate 
agencies, he said. 

Opposition parties pounced 
on the report to accuse the 
government of being "reck¬ 
lessly ill-prepared" to protect 
Canadians who are increas¬ 
ingly reliant on the Internet, 
against cyber attacks. 

Public Safety Minister Vic 
Toews conceded some short¬ 
comings revealed by the audit, 
but insisted the Tory govern¬ 
ment is committed to ensuring 
"Canada’s critical infrastruc¬ 
ture is well-insulated from 
cyber threats." 

"It wasn't until 2010 that 
people became (fully) aware 
of the nature of cyber threats," 
he said. Ottawa announced 
stepped up security efforts that 
year but in January 2011, a 
cyber attack was still able to 
paralyze its computers, lead¬ 
ing to a revamp of the network 
now being undertaken. 

The report notes the fre¬ 
quency and severity of elec¬ 
tronic attacks through the 
Internet are accelerating, 
which Toews confirmed at a 
press conference. 

Attacks by ordinary hack¬ 
ers, organized criminal groups 
and state-sponsored entities 
are "constant," Toews said.

Netherlands mulling 
heated bike paths 



THE HAGUE (AFP) - Re¬ 
searchers in bicycle-mad 
Netherlands have come up 
with a novel way to get more 
cyclists out during the harsh 
winter months while also low¬ 
ering the number of injuries: 
heated bike paths. 

"The idea is to install a sys¬ 
tem under bike paths to pre¬ 
vent ice forming in winter," 
engineer Marcel Boerefijn 
from the Tauw engineering 
consultancy told AFP. 

Several Dutch municipali¬ 
ties have already expressed in¬ 
terest in the system that uses 
geothermal energy drawn 
from 30-50 metres (100-160 
feet) below ground. 

While the idea would cost 
20,000-40,000 euros (25,000- 
50,000 dollars) per kilometre 
of bike path, of which the 


Netherlands has over 35,000 
kilometres, Boerefijn prefers 
to vaunt the pragmatic side of 
the plan. 

"There would be lots of 
savings: less salt to melt the 
ice, less medical costs because 
of accidents and fewer car ex¬ 
penses because people would 
rather travel by bike," he said, 
citing a figure of 7,000 bike 
path accidents a year. 

The eastern Dutch town of 
Zutphen, population 40,000, is 
awaiting the results of a pre¬ 
liminary assessment expected 
early next year before embark¬ 
ing on a feasibility study at a 
municipal level. 

The Netherlands has an es¬ 
timated 18 million bicycles for 
a population of around 16.5 
million.

Russia taps mega Arctic 
gas field 


MOSCOW (AFP) - Russia’s 
energy giant Gazprom yester¬ 
day launched production at 
one of the world's largest nat¬ 
ural gas fields originally dis¬ 
covered some 40 years ago in 
the frozen and hitherto inac¬ 
cessible Arctic. 

In a live-link up from 
Moscow, President Vladimir 
Putin formally pushed the but¬ 
ton on the start of commercial 
production at the Arctic de¬ 
posit whose discovery by the 
Soviets in the early 1970s cre¬ 
ated excitement and frustration 
in equal measure. 

The Bovanenkovo field on 
the Yamal peninsula in ex¬ 
treme northwestern Siberia has 
what Gazprom estimates to be 
4.9 trillion cubic meters (177 
trillion cubic feet) of natural 
gas — making it one of the 
world's three largest deposits. 

But it also lies amid per¬ 
mafrost and had long remained 
cut-off from access to pipelines 
or even basic communication. 

"The field will produce 115 
billion cubic meters (4,060 bil¬ 
lion cubic feet) of gas and that 
will go up to nearly 140 bil¬ 
lion," Putin told the field's 
workers by live video. 


"This is nearly the equiva¬ 
lent of how much we export to 
Europe," Putin stressed. 

The giant field — second in 
size in Russia only to 
Gazprom's Urengoi deposit to 
the south — is part of an Arctic 
project that Gazprom has been 
pinning its hopes on as older 
wells run dry. 

But Gazprom exports to 
Europe slipped last year and 
remained flat in recent years 
amid easing global demand. 

"We are now facing the 
question of where all this gas 
is supposed to go," said Sber¬ 
bank CIB energy analyst 
Valery Nesterov. 

"The decision to launch this 
field was made before the 
2008 global financial crisis. A 
lot of things have changed 
since then — including the on¬ 
slaught of shale gas" from 
Canada and the United States. 

Gazprom chief executive 
Alexei Miller said the com¬ 
pany intended to launch nearly 
150 wells this year that feed 
into pipelines to Europe and 
replace supplies lost from the 
currently suspended Shtokman 
field project in the Barents 
Sea.

hints at rate 
cut 


FRANKFURT (AFP) - A top 
official from the European Cen¬ 
tral Bank has said that the bank 
might consider cutting its inter¬ 
est rate from its already histori¬ 
cally low, as the eurozone crisis 
continues to bite. Executive 
Board member Benoit Coeure 
said the bank "recently has not 
considered it a priority to cut 
the policy rate" but added: "It 
remains certainly an option." 

He said the priority had 
been to take emergency action 
to shore up the eurozone via its 
disputed bond-buying program 
to reduce the borrowing costs 
of stricken countries such as 
Spain and Italy. The program - 
- known as Outright Monetary 
Transactions — is ready to 
swing into action, Coeure said. 

"We are only waiting now 
for countries to agree with the 
eurogroup and also with the 
IMF for conditionality to be in 
place and then OMT can start," 
he said, referring to eurozone 
finance ministers. 

The ECB's interest rate cur¬ 
rently stands at 0.75 percent, 
the lowest level in the bank's 
more than 10-year history. 


Eleven EU nations 
get go-ahead on 
'Robin Hood'finance 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - The Eu¬ 
ropean Commission yesterday 
backed plans by 11 EU nations 
to launch a hotly contested 
"Robin Hood" financial trans¬ 
actions tax (FTT) that is tipped 
to raise billions for the public 
purse. 

After moves to launch the 
tax across the European Union 
were scuttled during months 
of raucous debate by Britain 
and others, the EU executive 
proposed that countries in 
favour, including France, Ger¬ 
many, Italy and Spain, go 
ahead on their own. 

Proponents of a transac¬ 
tions tax, which has its roots in 
the 1970s, believe it will help 
curb the culture of greed that 
led to the 2008 global financial 
crisis and ensure that a bailed 
out industry pays its fair share. 
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Former Goldman director 
faces sentencing 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Rajat 
Gupta, the ex-Goldman Sachs 
director found guilty of insider 
trading, is to be sentenced 
today and wants the judge to 
have him do charity work in 
Rwanda rather than time in a 
US prison. 

Gupta, 63, faces between 
eight and 10 years behind bars 
if prosecutors get their way. He 
was convicted in June of 
spilling boardroom secrets to 
his friend Raj Rajaratnam, the 
former Galleon hedge fund ty¬ 
coon who was sentenced last 
year to 11 years prison, also for 
insider trading. 

In addition to his place on 
the Goldman Sachs board, 
Gupta once headed the re¬ 
nowned consultancy McKin- 
sey & Co, and was a director of 
Procter & Gamble, making him 
one of the most successful In- 
dian-bom businessmen in the 
United States. 

But defense lawyer Gary 
Naftalis is asking Judge Jed 
Rakoff for leniency — and sug¬ 
gesting an unusual alternative 
to prison. 

Citing Gupta's longtime in¬ 
volvement in charity, particu¬ 


larly in fighting AIDS, malaria 
and other diseases afflicting de¬ 
veloping countries, Naftalis 
suggested the ruined Wall 
Street figure be sent to work 
with the poor in Rwanda. 

He would work alongside 
the US aid organization CARE 
USA in rural districts, perform¬ 
ing community service "that 
could potentially provide great 
benefits to large numbers of 
Rwandans desperately in need 
of help, and which Mr. Gupta 
is uniquely situated to perform. 
Moreover, it would require Mr. 
Gupta to confront significant 
hardships." 

Another suggestion by the 
defense is for Gupta to work in 
New York with Covenant 
House, which helps the home¬ 
less. 

However, prosecutors said 
in their own pre-sentencing let¬ 
ter to Rakoff that "a significant 
term of imprisonment is neces¬ 
sary to reflect the seriousness 
of Gupta's crimes and to deter 
other corporate insiders in sim¬ 
ilar positions from stealing cor¬ 
porate secrets and engaging in 
a crime that has become far too 
common."

LONDON (AFP) - The new 
Bond film "Skyfall" has its 
world premiere on Tuesday 
with critics declaring it one of 
the finest movies in the British 
spy’s 50 years on the silver 
screen. 

Daniel Craig, in his third 
outing as 007, will walk up the 
red carpet at the Royal Albert 
Hall in London along with the 
film’s other stars for the 
screening in the presence of 
heir to the throne Prince 
Charles. 

In ’’Skyfall", directed by 
Oscar winner Sam Mendes, 
Britain's foreign intelligence 
agency MI6 comes under at¬ 
tack, leaving Bond to hunt 
down the threat. 

There is far more prominent 
role than normal for Judi 
Dench as Bond's controller 
"M" while Spanish star Javier 
Bardem brings malice to the 


role of Bond's latest nemesis 
Raoul Silva. 

The 23rd Bond film opens 
with a spectacular scene in an 
Istanbul market but returns to 
home ground with a terror at¬ 
tack in London.

PARIS (AFP) - The Louvre 
museum in Paris will launch 
an appeal for a million dollars 
to help it pay for two me¬ 
dieval ivory statuettes that 
resurfaced recently, its direc¬ 
tor said Monday. 

The museum has until Jan¬ 
uary 31 to find 800,000 euros 
($1.0 million) to buy the stat¬ 
uettes, director Henri 
Loyrette told AFP. 

The total price asked by the 
private owner is 2.6 million 
euros, of which the Friends of 
the Louvre Society has raised 
half, while the art insurer Axa 
Art is chipping in 500,000 
euros. 

The statuettes of Saint John 
and the "Allegory of the Syn¬ 
agogue" would complete a 
collection titled "Descent 
from the Cross", Loyrette 
said, adding: "The ensemble 
is a great masterpiece of 
French Gothic art." 

The Louvre has a first op¬ 
tion to acquire the statuettes, 
which are classified as na¬ 
tional treasures. 

They are some 20 centime¬ 
tres (eight inches) tall. 

Loyrette said the museum 
had all but given up on find¬ 
ing the two statuettes it 
needed to complete the "De¬ 
scent from the Cross" collec¬ 
tion. 

"We were losing hope of 
finding them. Then one day, a 
private collector took them 
out of a bag in my office. 
He'd come to offer them for 
sale. It was a revelation," he 
said. 

The statuettes had been in 
the private collection of an 
engineer, whose grandson is 
offering them for sale.

In Ukraine, Chelsea's hopes 
of a place in the Champions 
League last 16 were compro¬ 
mised on Tuesday when the 
holders fell to the first loss of 
their trophy defence in a 2-1 
defeat at Shakhtar Donetsk. 

Despite a late effort by 
Oscar, goals from Alex Teix- 
eira and Fernandinho were 
enough to give the Ukrainian 
champions breathing space at 
the top of Group E and extend 
an extraordinary unbeaten run 
stretching back 11 months. 

It was Chelsea's first loss 
since they went down to 
Atletico Madrid in the UEFA 
Super Cup, but things would 
have been far worse for the 
Premier League leaders had 
Juventus not been held to a 1- 
1 draw at FC Nordsjaelland. 

Chelsea remain in second 
place but are now three points 
behind Shakhtar ahead of the 
return game on November 7, 
while coach Roberto Di Mat- 
teo must hope for a quick re¬ 
covery prior to Sunday's visit 
of Manchester United. 


Marlins sack manager 
Guillen 



MIAMI (AFP) - Ozzie Guillen was fired as manager of the 
Miami Marlins on Tuesday after only one season at the 
Major League Baseball club.The 48-year-old Venezuelan 
was dumped after the Marlins went 69-93 this past sea¬ 
son, finishing last in the National League East division - 
no replacement for Guillen was named. "After careful 
consideration following the disappointment of the 2012 
season, we decided to dismiss Ozzie," Marlins president 
of baseball operations Larry Beinfest said. "Our mana¬ 
gerial search begins immediately and our hope is that a 
new manager, along with roster improvements, will re¬ 
store a winning culture." Guillen served as manager of 
the Chicago White Sox from 2004 through 2011, when he 
was released near the end of the season and two days 
later signed on with the Marlins, who sent two players to 
the White Sox in compensation for hiring Guillen while 
he was still under contract to Chicago for 2012.

Cycling: Armstrong facing big financial 
hit over doping ban 


Golf: Harrington grabs 
lead at PGA Grand Slam

PARIS (AFP) - World cy¬ 
cling’s decision to strip Lance 
Armstrong of his record seven 
Tour de France wins could 
cost the shamed US rider mil¬ 
lions, as calls mounted on 
Tuesday for tougher action to 
restore the sport's shattered 
image. 

The International Cycling 
Union (UCI) on Monday gave 
its backing to a damning US 
Anti-Doping Agency 

(US AD A) dossier that placed 
the Texan at the heart of the 
biggest doping programme in 
sport, erasing his record back 
to August 1, 1998. 

But as the 41-year-old's 
major triumphs were scrubbed 
from the history books and of¬ 
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ficials vowed to up the fight 
against banned substances, 
moves began to recoup his 
prize money, bonuses and 
other pay-outs. 

Tour de France director 
Christian Prudhomme is seek¬ 
ing repayment of nearly 2.95 
million euros ($3.8 million) 
from Armstrong's successes in 
cycling's most gruelling and 
celebrated race between 1999 
and 2005. 

During that period, Tailwind 
Sports, the parent company of 
his US Postal Service team, 
took out a policy with sports 
insurance firm SCA Promo¬ 
tions, paying a premium to 
cover bonuses paid for his 
Tour victories. 

SCA withheld a $5 million 
bonus due after Armstrong's 
sixth Tour win in 2004 be¬ 
cause of doping allegations in 
Europe. The rider took the 
Dallas, Texas, firm to court 
and was awarded the cash, 
plus $2.5 million in legal fees 
and interest. 

The firm's lawyer, Jeffrey 
Dorough, told AFP: "Mr Arm¬ 
strong is no longer the official 
winner of any Tour de France 
races and as a result it is inap¬ 
propriate and improper for 
him to retain any bonus pay¬ 
ments made by SCA." 


The Velonation cycling 
news website reported that 
SCA paid out a total of $12 
million in bonuses to Arm¬ 
strong over the years. Dorough 
said he could only confirm the 
lower figure but added: "Any 
sum that was paid by SCA 
would be in play." 

Elsewhere, Britain's Sunday 
Times newspaper has said it is 
considering legal action 
against Armstrong to recover 
money spent defending a 
defamation case over doping 
allegations, which was settled 
in 2004. 

Armstrong, who reportedly 
has an estimated net worth of 
$125 million, has already 
taken a financial hit, as high- 
profile sponsors including 
sportswear firm Nike have 
dropped him from marketing 
campaigns. 

Business magazine Forbes 
said on its website on Monday 
that Armstrong could lose $15 
million a year in endorsements 
and speaking fees. 

On the legal front, he could 
yet face court action for per¬ 
jury after swearing under oath 
that he never doped. The max¬ 
imum penalty is up to 30 years 
in prison and a fine of up to 
$1.5 million. 


SOUTHAMPTON, Bermuda 
(AFP) - Ireland's Padraig Har¬ 
rington fired a five-under par 
66 on Tuesday to seize a two- 
stroke lead over Masters 
champion Bubba Watson after 
the opening round of the PGA 
Grand Slam of Golf. 

The four-man, 36-hole 
showdown for a $600,000 top 
prize at Bermuda's Port Royal 
Golf Course was designed to 
feature the year's four major 
champions. 

But three-time major cham¬ 
pion Harrington replaced 
British Open winner Ernie Els, 
the South African bowing out 
with a left ankle sprain, to be¬ 
come the only non-American 
in this year's field. 

Northern Ireland's Rory 
Mcllroy, the PGA Champi¬ 
onship winner, withdrew to 
play a European Tour event in 
China, being replaced by de¬ 
fending event champion Kee¬ 
gan Bradley, the 2011 PGA 
Championship winner. 

Simpson was third on 69 
with Bradley fourth on 72 en¬ 
tering Wednesday's final 
round. 

Harrington birdied the par- 
5 second but took a bogey at 
the par-3 third. Birdies at the 
sixth and par-3 seventh and an¬ 
other to begin the back nine 
put the Irishman in the lead. 

Back-to-back birdies at 14 
and 15 stretched Harrington's 
lead and he answered a bogey 
at the par-3 16th with a birdie 
at the par-5 17th. 

Watson led early thanks to an 
eagle at the par-5 seventh but he 
made bogeys on three of the first 


four holes on the back nine to 
stumble back to 68 at the finish. 

Simpson kept pace with 
Watson before a bogey at 18 
dropped him three adrift of Har¬ 
rington while Bradley made 
bogey on two of the last three 
holes and never recovered 
from a double bogey at the 
fourth and bogeys at the fifth 
and sixth.

PITTSBURGH, The NHL had sent a memo to its general 
managers to give them a 48-hour window last week to 
talk to players who had questions about the owners' po¬ 
sition.

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Baseball: Rested Tigers face Giants in World 
Series showdown 



SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Seeking their first World Se¬ 
ries crown in 28 years, the 
Detroit Tigers will count on 
formidable pitchers to cool 
off hot-hitting San Francisco 
when the championship 
showdown begins Today. 

Major League Baseball's 
best-of-seven final features a 
Giants' squad bidding for a 
second title in three seasons 
against a Tigers team longing 
to erase the memories of a 
2006 World Series loss to St. 
Louis under similar circum¬ 
stances. 

The Tigers, who swept the 
New York Yankees to win the 
American League title, have 
a six-day layoff entering the 
World Series, just as they did 
six years ago when they 
came out flat and fell to the 
Cardinals in five games. 

"We wanted to change 
what we did last time," Tigers 
manager Jim Leyland said. 
"Last time we just sat around 
for six days." 

Detroit played intersquad 
games Sunday and Monday 
waiting for the Giants to take 
the National League title, San 
Francisco winning three 
games in a row when facing 
elimination to advance for 
the second playoff series in a 
row. 

The Tigers have had time 
to rest their pitchers and or¬ 


ganize them exactly how they 
want for the World Series 
while the Giants had not even 
pondered who to send to the 
mound until advancing less 
than 48 hours before game 
one. 

The Giants ousted defend¬ 
ing champion St. Louis by 
outscoring the Cardinals 20- 
1 over the last three games 
and that powerhouse batting 
lineup will face Tigers ace 
pitcher Justin Verlander in 
the World Series opener. 

Detroit's starting pitchers 
have allowed only seven 
earned runs in 62 innings, a 
1.02 earned-run average 
(ERA), in the playoffs. 

Verlander is 3-0 with a 
0.74 ERA, having struck out 
25 batters while allowing 
only 10 hits and walking over 
24 1/3 playoff innings. 

Rival hitters are only bat¬ 
ting .122 against the 29-year- 
old right-hander, who led the 
major leagues in regular-sea¬ 
son strikeouts and innings 
pitched. 

Max Scherzer, Anibal 
Sanchez and Doug Fister 
joined Verlander to allow 
New York only two runs on 
14 hits over 27 1/3 combined 
innings, a 0.66 ERA that was 
the second-lowest by a start¬ 
ing rotation in any major 
league playoff series. 



Verlander, the American 
League Rookie of the Year 
six years ago and now the 
reigning American League 
Most Valuable Player, also 
started the 2006 World Series 
opener but surrendered seven 
runs on six hits in five in¬ 
nings in a loss to a team that, 
like this year's Giants, took 
seven games to reach the Se¬ 
ries. 

Leyland, who turns 68 in 
December, is managing on a 
one-year contract just as 
Tony La Russa did last year 
when he retired after guiding 
the Cardinals to the World 
Series crown. 

At mid-season Leyland 


faced firing rumors as the 
Tigers struggled to stay near 
the top of the AL Central di¬ 


vision. Now he might guide 
the team to its first World Se¬ 
ries crown since 1984. 
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
